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Conelrad — Protection 
Through Confusion 


By Lewis Crippen 


A lesson learned from Pearl H ar­ 
bor may result in protecting A m er­ 
ican cities and vital industries from 
enemy air attacks. Japanese planes, 
we were informed on the Air Power 
series on TV, used the Honolulu sta­ 
tion as a beacon when they disabled 
the American fleet in the infamous 
December 7, 1941 attack. Even with 
simple directional finder which 
indicates with a pointing needle when 
the plane is following the strength of 
the radio beam, planes could locate 
and follow radio transm itters in any 
of the cities of our nation. 
To confuse the enemy planes, na­ 
tional security researchers have 
developed Conelrad which is a con­ 
traction of Counter Electronic Radi­ 
ation. Its simple purpose is 
to 
silence all television 
and 
F.M. 
transmitting and to broadcast inter­ 
mittently from all Conelrad stations 
in the country on either 640 or 1240 
kilocycles. The broadcasts would 
bring important information to the 
threatened populace and by alter-

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nately being on and off the air would 
make it impossible for the planes to 
pick up and keep on the beam to any 
particular city or target. 
The protective program was orig­ 
inated almost four years ago and the 
local station has been required to 
test out the emergency broadcasting 
only once in that length of time. Con­ 
elrad regulations do require, how­ 
ever, that WNAE monitor another 
station each morning before coming 
on the air. Therefore, at approxi 
mately 5:45 a.m., WNAE's announ-, 
cer listens to KDKA, Pittsburgh. If 
the station is broadcasting he knows 
that no emergency exists and W arren 
is permitted to broadcast on its 
regular 1310 spot. If the KDKA 
station is “ off the a ir” W arren 
must immediately switch to 1240 
and broadcast Conelrad information. 
Twice 
per 
week Conelrad 
is 
tested — once on a permanent 
schedule and the other test can 
come anytime. The morning mon­ 
itoring of KDKA and the tests must 
be recorded and a report filed 
periodically. WRRN-FM is mon­ 
itored by several other stations 
and is responsible for broadcast­ 
ing two m essages a week for check­ 
ing purposes. 
All transm itters in the W arren 
area are included in the program. 
This 
includes 
the 
Pennsylvania 
Electric 
Co., Pennsylvania G a s 
Company, the two taxi firm s, the 
[sheriffs outfit, and the Volunteer 
Fire companies. If an emergency 
strikes you should turn to 1240 
and listen for instructions as all 
frequencies will be dead except 
for the possibility of picking up 
some words over 640. 
The W arren station’s personnel 
advise that a delay up to 1/2 hour 
might be experienced from the time 
[they realize an emergency exists 
and they shut themselves off the 
air until they can be operating 
again as Conelrad on 1240. The 
delay would be caused by locating 
an engineer and having him reach 
[“ radio sum m it" to tune in the 
1240 frequency. Therefore, if W ar­ 
ren ’s WNAE or WRRN-FM is dead 
tune immediately to 1240 and wait 
until you hear a fam iliar voice. 
In large cities, such as Pitts 
burgh, several stations can be on 
[the Conelrad system. KDKA would 
control the broadcasting and would 
interm ittently cut the other stations 
in and out of broadcasting. With the 
variation in the strength of the 
stations’ power, the messages would 
be received at different levels of 
volume which would help in confus­ 
ing the attacking planes.

The Northern Allegheny Broad­ 
casting Co. has volunteered to be­ 
come part of the Conelrad program 
and the purchasing of additional 
equipment and the increase in en 
gineering skill has been at its own 
expense. The government would like 
all companies in the system but 
nothing is paid as a federal sub­ 
sidy.

BUYING A USED CAR? 
If you are buying a used car 
the 
February issue of Consumer 
Reports should be of value to you. 
There is an article on used cars 
in 
which 
the 
weaknesses 
and 
strengths of various models are 
discussed. The best buys in old 
models of each make are listed, 
and the weaknesses of all makes 
are charted. 
Using the report you can check 
all models back to 1950. The great­ 
est source of trouble in each model 
is listed as obtained from owners 
of cars who answer Consumer Re­ 
ports questionnaires. 
The article also tells you how 
to make simple checks on a potential 
purchase. Signs that indicate rough 
driving or long use are pointed out, 
and there are photographs describ­ 
ing how you should inspect various 
points. 
There also is a price guide for 
models back to 1950, as of January, 
1957. This is not absolute but gives 
you an approximate idea of a car's 
worth if in reasonably good con­ 
dition. 
We suggest a couple other moves, 
which may also be mentioned in the 
article. We did not read all of it. 
You should ask who owned the car. 
A call to that person may reveal 
many facts about the car. And a 
reputable dealer should not hesitate 
to show you the work or shop sheet 
on the car if it has been over­ 
hauled.

REDUCING HOUSE COSTS 
We haven’t seen the results of the 
recent house survey made in War­ 
ren and the surrounding area, but 
we do know that the cost of building 
homes this year may be reduced 
through popular d e m a n d . This 
doesn’t mean it will cost less to 
build a home, but it does mean 
home-buyers will settle for less 
expensive ones. 
It has been the sad experience of 
many contractors that expensive 
homes, loaded with the latest gad­ 
gets and the most costly plumbing, 
have been difficult to sell. Though 
people want these things, and be­ 
lieve they are what every home 
should have, they cannot, or will not, 
pay the price. 
The result is that just plain homes 
will be built this year, at an aver­ 
age cost under $15,000. In fact, 
many will be built for less than 
$10,000. It is the only price within 
the reach of the working man who 
must first save the down payment 
before he can get off the ground. He 
is lucky to keep a family and save 
the down payment on a $10,000 to 
$12,000 home. When the down pay­ 
ment has to be $10,000, he isn't a 
prospect.

1040-A, and according to Treasury 
records, one out of four taxpayers 
use it. To be eligible to file a 1040-A 
form your total income must be 
less than $5,000, consisting entirely 
of wages subject to withholding (or 
of wages, dividends, and interest, 
providing not more than $100 of 
such income came from a source 
outside that listed on your W-2 
slips). The simplified form makes 
no provision for "Head of House­ 
hold" status or itemized deductions. 
If you use this form the govern­ 
ment will figure your tax and send 
you either a refund or a bill, if you 
so desire. However, for the first 
time this year, you can compute 
your own tax on form 1040-A and 
either send in the balance due with 
the return or show thereon the 
amount of refund you have coming. 


W hether to Item ize 
Should you decide to use the 
regular form 1040 you still have 
the choice of itemizing deductions 
or using a standard deduction which 
amounts to about IO percent of your 
income. If your income was less 
than $5,000 and you use the stan­ 
dard deduction, you determine your 
tax from the special table given 
in the instruction book. 
You are likely to save by itemiz­ 
ing if you: 
(1) Own real estate 
(2) Had 
unusual 
medical 
ex­ 
penses 
(3) Had deductible child-care ex 
pense 
(4) Suffered 
losses 
from 
fire, 
storm, accident or theft 
(5) Made fairly large contribu­ 
tions 
It is important to remember that 
if you incur such expenses as trans 
portation, meals or lodging in con­ 
nection with your work, check care 
fully the instruction book to find 
how these expenses may he. de­ 
ducted even though you decide to 
use the standard deduction. 
If your deductions are close to 
IO percent, it is wise to itemize 
them and figure your tax both ways 
to see which results in the smaller 
tax.

Married Couples 
Most married couples save tax 
dollars by filing a joint return in­ 
stead of separate returns. This is 
because the tax is figured on a joint 
return as if the husband and wife 
each had one-half the total Income 
(even though the wife may actually 
have had no income). Income-split­ 
ting, as it is called, may bring the 
couple 
down 
into 
a 
lower 
tax 
bracket. 
Watch for the exceptions, how­ 
ever. If you had capital losses or 
unusually high medical expenses, 
you will be wise to figure both joint 
ly and separately to see which 
results in less tax. 
If you are supporting a dependent 
and maintain a home for that per­ 
son although you are single, wid­ 
owed, divorced or legally separated, 
you may be able to qualify as a 
"head of household," and figure 
your tax on a special table which 
gives you part of the advantage 
enjoyed by married couples filing 
joint returns. 


Surviving Spouse 
Also, if your husband or wife died 
in 1954 or 1955, and you have as 
a member of your household a de­ 
pendent child or stepchild, you are 
entitled as a "surviving spouse" to' 
the same income-splitting benefits 
this year as you would have on a 
joint return—unless you remarried 
before the end of 1956. The privi­ 
lege to file as a surviving spouse 
applies to the first two years follow­ 
ing the year in which your husband 
or wife died. 
The instruction book which comes 
with your tax forms gives further 
information. Help is also available 
by telephone or at offices of the 
Internal Revenue Service. The Rev­ 
enue Service urges you to consult 
a properly qualified advisor if you 
decide to seek outside help.

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Oil Industry May 
Be Investigated 


By Doris Fleeson 


WASHINGTON — The failure of 
the American oil industry to meet 
its quotas in the shipment of oil to 
Europe to make up for losses caused 
by the closure of the Suez Canal is 
likely to put that most-favored in­ 
dustry in the deepest trouble it has 
been in 
since the days when the 
trust busters broke up the Rocke­ 
feller oil monopoly. 
It was revealed by Assistant Sec­ 
retary of the Interior, Felix E. 
Wo rinser, that the American com­ 
panies have been delivering only 
65 per cent of the amount of oil 
needed to meet Western Europe’s 
shortage. Persons close to the in­ 
dustry insist that in actuality the 
shortage in deliveries comes closer 
to 50 per cent. 
Senators who have been incensed 
at the recent increase in the price 
of crude oil and its products have 
already threatened a full-scale in­ 
vestigation of the price increases. 
A number of them have had vigor­ 
ous complaints from constituents 
who think that the oil industry has 
taken advantage of the Western 
world's troubles to increase profits. 
That investigation will begin Friday 
through the Anti-Monopoly Subcom­ 
mittee of the Senate’s powerful Com­ 
mittee on the Judiciary. 
The revelation now that the indus­ 
try is failing to deliver oil to Europe 
in required quantities is certain to 
produce heavy pressure for an even 
more extensive investigation than 
had been planned. 
The oil industry is unique in tile 
United States. It has tax allowances 
and privileges which set it apart 
from other segments of industry. 
Because of its preferred status it 
has been allowed very largely to 
regulate itself. Its failure in the 
present instance will surely bring 
its privileges into question. 
Whether it likes it or not, the oil 
industry has become an arm of 
American diplomacy and a vital 
part of the defense mechanism. If 
the industry does not effectively 
serve the needs of defense and of 
diplomacy, say some Senators, then 
it will be essential that the govern­ 
ment see that it do so. 
The question in the minds of Dem­ 
ocratic Senators is whether the 
industry or the Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration is properly to be blamed 
for the present situation. As in 
earlier emergency situations, such 
as World War II and the Korean War, 
committees from the oil industry, 
with special exemptions from the 
Department of Justice from the 
anti-trust statutes, effectively kept 
the free world supplied with oil. Such 
an emergency committee was estab­ 
lished to deal with oil problems as 
a result of the closure of Suez. The 
trouble is, they say, that Interior 
Secretary Seaton has failed to use 
either his influence or his powers 
to persuade or force the oil indus­ 
try to perform the needed job. They 
point out that instead of using his 
powers to enforce compliance, Sec­ 
retary Seaton decided to plead with 
the industry and allowed this luck­ 
less task to fall on the shoulders of 
Assistant Secretary Wormser. If 
pleading instead of pressure was the 
method selected to be employed, 
they say, the job would have been 
‘better done by Seaton himself and 
preferably by 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower. 
Whatever his reasons for hand­ 
ling the matter the way he has, 
Secretary Seaton is going to be 
questioned this week by angry Sen­ 
ators. He will be the second Cab­ 
inet member, following Secretary 
Dulles, to be put on the hot seat 
by the Senate Democrats. They have 
not been happy about Dulles; they 
will be less happy about Seaton. 
The oil industry is deeply divided 
about the job of supplying Europe’s 
oil deficit. The great international 
oil companies are on one side, the 
independents on the other. Not only 
profits but future positions are at 
stake. 
The British have been angry at

advantage of their unhappy situation 
to gouge them in the price of petro­ 
leum and its products. They have 
what appears to be a logical basis 
for their displeasure. The Texas 
Railroad Commission, which reg­ 
ulates the production of oil in the 
state which possesses more than 
half of all the proved United States 
oil reserves, has refused to in­ 
crease production quotas 
as a 
result of the emergency. But the 
recent price increases affect Amer­ 
icans as well as Europeans. 
The oil industry is going to find 
that the Congress is not going to 
be easily appeased in the present 
situation. It is being asked to make 
great military and economic com­ 
mitments in the Middle East, an 
area important to us chiefly for its 
oil. What Congress will want to know 
is whether an industry for which 
we make such commitments, is cap­ 
able of deserving them. 
One interesting result of the sit­ 
uation that the oil industry is find­ 
ing itself in today is that the future 
of the bill freeing natural gas from 
Federal regulation is now much be­ 
clouded. It seemed almost certain 
of passage at the beginning of this 
session of Congress. Its passage 
has been placed in doubt.

State Education Plan 
Law Is Revised 


A special advisory committee of 
the State Council of Education today! 
drafted major changes to the pro-! 
posed reorganization of the county 
level of school administration into] 
intermediate service areas. 


The new draft of the tentative 
legislation will be submitted for] 
approval to the State Council on 
January 30. After review by Gov­ 
ernor Leader and the Joint State 
Government Commission the re­ 
vised bill will be presented to the 
General Assembly for enactment. 


The major changes to the orig­ 
inal plan are: 
(1) a relaxing of the require­ 
ments for a county or a group of 
school districts to form an inter­ 
mediate service area. 
(2) a provision for sparsely set­ 
tled regions to form an area. 
(3) elimination of the terminal 
date of 1962 at which time all 
school districts would have been 
required to form a service area. 


The amendments, based on the 
recommendations of county super­ 
intendents and school directors at 
a December meeting of the advisory 
committee, now permit formation 
of about 47 areas which would pro­ 
vide the service originally intended 
and which would be more easily ad­ 
ministered. The 
removal of the 
terminal date of 1962 makes the 
formation of intermediate areas en­ 
tirely voluntary on the part of county 
and local 
school administrators. 


As originally conceived and ap- 


I proved by the State Council, the plan 
.called for the creation of approxi­ 
mately 37 regional school service 
areas to replace the present county- 
level organization. Its purpose would 
be to provide all children of the 


I Commonwealth with certain educa­ 
tional services not now available 
I because of the disparity between 
strong and weak county school ad­ 
ministrations. 


Each intermediate school service 
[area, once established, would be 
managed by a board of school direc­ 
tors elected from the member sch6ol 
districts. This board, in turn, would 
elect an intermediate area superin­ 
tendent who would carry out the 
board's directives with a staff of 
coordinators, each having an educa­ 
tional specialty. In addition, a school 


I directors association, consisting of 
all school directors in aninterm ed- 
| iate area, would offer guidance to the 
[elected officials. 


County superintendents and a ssis­ 
tant superintendents who are not 
elected intermediate area superin­ 
tendents become part of the staff of 
coordinators until their term s of 
office expire, at which time they may 
be reappointed as the board of school 
directors desires. 


Simply described, the plan pro­ 
vides for a redistribution of county 
school administrative p e r s o n n e l 
with probable extension of their du­ 
ties. But it does not interfere with 
the rights of local school districts 
to run their schools as they see fit. 
They will lose none of the educational 
services they now offer, and t h e y 
may call upon the intermediate area 
to make available those services 
they do not have.

THAT DAM AGAIN 
The recent flood sc a re kicked the 
Kinzua dam talk loose again, and one 
Pittsburgh P re s s w rite r did a five- 
column review in the second section 
of that paper’s Sunday edition that 
covered many of the highlights that 
have been pounded out by this w rite r 
down through the y ears. We see no 
need to review. 
After last sp rin g ’s re co rd flood 
m ost W arren resid en ts w ere con­ 
vinced that the dam was the re al 
answer. That decision now is behind 
us. What we want is action on the 
dam, o r a method of control equally 
as good. Army engineers are quoted 
as saying that the delay now is being 
caused by the Seneca Indians who 
refuse to let us flood about three 
thousand a c re s of their thirty thou­ 
sand. But the engineers also have 
been quoted as 
saying that they 
expect to have that problem cleared 
up so that they can s ta rt surveying 
next fall. 


n fact, the count of various kinds 
of bacteria. 
This ought to be one of the basic 
m anuals of any group fighting for| 
clean stre a m s, and if they haven’t 
pro g ressed 
this 
fa r they a r e n ’t 
qualified to even discuss the A lle­ 
gheny o r related w aters. 
It seem s quite obvious to us that 
a steady flow of w ater throughout 
the sum m er months would provide 
a cleaner s tre a m . If there a r e a

They should 
be pulling fo r the dam with th*

effort they use to dodfrp * .e r e ­ 
sponsibility 
cl 
building 
sewage 
plants. 


ANOTHER OPPONENT 
In view of oui. present sensitivity 
to high w ater all of us w.,.e vn-aiiy 
interested in any effort to block 
construction of the dam. We have 
been told that the W estern Penn­ 
sylvania Clean S tream s A ssocia­ 
tion will go on re co rd at its M arch 
m eeting as being opposed to the 
Kinzua dam. Now, there is a new 
twist. 
F rom what we h ea r the Clean 
S tream boys a re coming up with 
all the standard argum ents against 
the dam which have failed to hold 
w ater in the past. It seem s strange 
that such an organization would fall 
for this line. 
The basic purpose of the Kinzua 
dam is clean 
w ater. It was the 
original reason for planning it. If 
these m em bers of th eC lean S trea m s 
group really a re interested in their 
subject, why haven’t they studied 
the Ohio R iver Report? 
T his ex­ 
plains 
the en tire plan for these 
strea m s, even 
to giving you the 
(bacteria count for any given area

We have been tipped off that the 
Clean S tream aggregation will argue 
that the ’am will elim inate a beauti­ 
ful rec 
ation area. They should 
an. It is the firs t tim e we 
mew that the creation of a lake 
would not provide recreation. We 
suspect that th ere will be m ore 
cam ps, boats, and people enjoying 
the strea m near Kinzua than ever 
has been the case before. 
In addition, hundreds of m iles of 
strea m between h e re and Pittsburgh 
will be improved for outdoor p leas­ 
ure. 
A cleaner strea m certainly 
will encourage m o re cottages, boats, 
fisherm en, 
and 
sw im m ers. 
C e r ­ 
tainly the W.P.C.S.A. will agree to 
that o r why does it exist? 
And if 
it is so, m iles of clean Allegheny 
as provided by a dam should be 
approved by them. 


AND TRANSPORTATION 
T here is another angle to this 
w ater flow that m ust not be o v e r­ 
looked. We do have riv e r tr a n s ­ 
portation about half the way from 
Pittsburgh to W arren. C ertainly a 
steady flow of w ater will be very 


helpful to 
the locks and barges. 
Dry periods will not interrupt the 
pro g ress of w ater transportation, 
if we control the supply so as to 
elim inate such periods. 
F o r this reason we never could 
see why the riv e r transportation 
gentlemen could fight the dam with 
a straight face. As stated by en­ 
gineers, show us the business and 
we will take barges over the dam. 
And 
meanwhile, 
barge 
business 
downstream from it should grow. 


* 
We also a r e under the im pression 
that at least som e m em bers of the 
C l e a n S tream organization have 
fallen for the one about the sm all 
amount of flood help the dam would 
be to 
Pittsburgh. 
Frankly, who 
jc a re s? 
We prim arily are thinking 
of the upper a re a where we live 
By protecting that we certainly will 
not hurt Pittsburgh even if we don’t 
help it. 
And we suspect that those who say 
the dam will not change the height 
of w ater m o re than an inch at P itts- 
j burgh are mouthing propaganda. To 


I reduce the w ater flow at W arren by 
about thirty thousand cubic feet per 
second certainly would be a r e ­ 
duction of the flow by a sim ila r 
amount at all points down strea m . 
Would this m ean only an inch at 
Pittsburgh? 


Certainly the construction of a 
Kinzua dam would be of fa r g re a te r 
value 
to cities 
dow nstream than 
would the construction of dikes. If 
we are to protect ourselves with 
dredging and dikes the w ater will 
be sent full tilt to the lower towns 
and they will get all of it, with even 
less re stra in t than is the case today. 
You can be assu red that we in 
this area who have suffered flood 
dam age, 
and 
a re fearing future 
trouble of this nature, will go all 
out fo r dikes if we don’t get a dam. 
Any town dow nstream with a r e p re ­ 
sentative in th eC lean S trea m s group 
should see to it that he is correctly 
informed on these facts. Your feet 
will be w etter than ever before if we 
are forced to the opposite ex trem e 
from a dam. 


Perhaps 
this 
talk of going on 
record against the dam is only the 
talk of a m isinform ed few. If so, 
the better inform ed should be p r e ­ 
pared to remind all their m em bers 
that the purpose of the W estern 
Pennsylvania Clean S tream s A s­ 
sociation is 
to 
be found in the 
name. 
The dam will give you a 
cleaner strea m and will protect us 
from millions of dollars worth of 
damage from floods. F a ir enough?

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Television and Radio 


— By John Crosby 
THE LARCX) DESIGN 


Being a television news commen­ 
tator on the same network that also 
has Edward R. Murrow is a little like 
a catcher on a team that also has Roy 
Campanella. You 
just don't get to 
play very often no 
matter how good 
you are. This has 
been the position 
of Erie Sevareid 
at CBS which has 
an e m b a r r a s s ­ 
ment of riches in 
the news depart­ 
ment. 
In an effort to 
use S e v a r e i d ’s 
very real talents, CBS now has 
given him his own program "World 
News Roundup" at 3:30 p. rn. EST 
Sundays, a rather unfortunate time, 
and perhaps too, an unfortunate con­ 
cept for him. Here again there is an 
embarrassment of riches - too much 
news in a week for half an hour, too 
many correspondents abroad to be 
heard from, a little too much of 
everything. 


Last Sunday, for example, there 
was David Schoenbrun on a Paris 
street corner talking about Poujado, 
the French Fascist who was later to 
take a thorough licking in an elec­ 
tion; Winston Burdett from Rome, 
on Italian Communism; Ernest Leis- 
er from the Ruhr, talking about the 
German industrial revival; Howard 
K. Smith by telephone on Britain’s 
attitude toward a common market in 
Europe; a filmed bit from an Aus­ 
trian refugee camp; another bit about 
the weakening of the government 
bond market; and finally a very 
amusing bit about Lord Somebody- 
or-other who objects to the Amer­ 
icanization of English, not on the 
usual grounds that we are too vulgar 
or slangy but too bloody pretentious. 
("Underprivileged," 
harrumphed 
his Lordship, is simply an American 
word for poor and why the devil don’t 
we say so?) 
These are an awful lot of different 
subjects to cram into one-half hour 
and, at the same time, they don’t 
even begin to summarize the week’s 
news. A weekly news summary must 
have been an attractive idea at a 
CBS editorial conference, sort of a 
TV equivalent of the weekly news 
summaries in the Sunday papers, 
but, like a lot of ideas that sound 
so good on paper, it would be te r­ 
ribly difficult to do really well on 
film. And I’m not sure Sevareid is 
not wasted in such an attempt. 
* * * 
The best thing Sevareid does is a 
five-minute essay now heard on 
radio. (That is, if radio IS heard, 
which is debatable.) Something of 
this nature - in short, a filmed 
essay - on any one of the six or 
seven subjects tackled last week 
would be better than trying to tackle 
all of them at once. What I’d like to 
see is a program that would allow a 
little more - hell, a lot more - of 
Sevareid’s brains and personality 
and point of view to poke through 
the maze of CBS facilities and 
foreign bureaus. 
I have no objection to finding all 
these CBS correspondents on street 
corners scattered from Berlin to 
Singapore provided they are there 
for some unified purpose as part 
of some large, coherent design. 
That does not mean you have to 
spend half an hour talking about the 
Ruhr to the total exclusion of Italian

Communism because there is a 
definite interrelationship. It is the 
interrelationship, the smooth mov­ 
ing from one subject to another so 
that one almost grows out of another, 
that should be the goal. 
This would take a strong editorial 
grasp of the world situation and - 
well, let’s face it - strong opinions 
which might not be just everyone’s 
opinions. But Sevareid has all these 
qualifications if he is permitted to 
use them. 
With the complexity of world news, 
I find more and more people want to 
know what somebody else is think-, 
ing, somebody they respect, some­ 
body in a position to know. The 
average guy, I think, doesn’t want 
somebody to follow slavishly but 
somebody to guide him or even 


somebody to disagree with him in 
order to clarify his own thinking. 


* * * 
In the dear old dead days of 
radio, Elmer Davis used to per­ 
form that function very well. Davis’s 
special gift was to put a proper 
perspective on a news event, to 
make it fit sensibly into the pattern 
of world news, to scale it down to 
size. I think Sevareid has the same 
quality of mind, the same common 
sense, and, if anything, an even 
better grasp of words. Given his 
head, I firmly believe he could be 
one of the most influential - in the 
best sense of the word - commen­ 
tators in broadcasting. So far he 
has been operating under wraps.

FOOD AND COVER BOOKLET 
The fact that food and cover are 
most important in determining wild 
game populations is widely accepted 
by informed sportsmen as well as 
wildlife management professionals. 
But how to go about producing the 
best game habitat is a difficult 
problem for many persons and o r­ 
ganizations.

WILDLIFE, it was authored by John 
B. Sedam, then Supervisor of the 
Food and Cover Section of the Com­ 
mission’s Land Management Divis­ 
ion. This free publication contained 
many photos and sketches portray­ 
ing the “ what, when, where and 
how” of plantings, 
cuttings 
and 
other practices which produce more 
small game, fur animals and water­ 
fowl. 
Recently th4e booklet was revised 
by Sedam and republished. It shows 
and tells the food requirements of 
each game or fur animal. Detailed 
information is given on such man­ 
agement techniques as field bor­ 
ders, winter cover crops, gully 
plantings, marsh and pond manage­ 
ment, what trees, shrubs, vines 
and seed mixtures are best for 
wildlife, how to plant and cultivate 
them, and much more. 
This practical booklet was pro­ 
duced as a guide to sportsmen 
who want to provide the necessi­ 
ties of life for wild birds and 
animals 
on 
their club grounds, 
dog training areas, or other lands 
under their control. It was pub- 
ished also in the belief that many 
farmers now consider wildlife a 
crop — a product of the soil like 
com or beef or timber — and want 
to know how to produce more game 
and fur. 
FOOD AND COVER FOR WILD­ 
LIFE is available as a conserva­ 
tion education service from the 
Game 
Commission’s 
Harrisburg 
headquarters or from Field Divis­ 
ion offices. It is not too early for 
anyone desiring to improve wildlife 
habitat 
to start planning spring 
work projects. This guide provides 
the knowhow to make them easier 
and much more successful.

GAME FEED PURCHASE CAUTION 
Seed screenings may be obtainable 
at low cost per pound, but it is poor 
policy to use them as winter feed 
for game birds, a wildlife authority 
advises. 
The buyer pays good money for 
dirt and chaff, which may constitute 
1/5 to 1/4 of the mixture, and these 
do wildlife no good. 
Weed seeds make up as much as 
25% to 30% of the screenings, tests 
show. The distribution of them on 
agricultural land is unfair to the 
farmer and leads to poor public 
relations. 
Therefore the best game bird food 
to buy, all things considered, is 
clean grain. For wildlife, the best 
all around winter food is yellow corn. 
* * * 
PA. BUCK BAGGED IN MARYLAND 
As a rule, white-tailed deer do 
not travel more than a few miles 
from their place of birth. But when 
live-trapped and liberated in strange 
territory their instinct to find a 
locality to their liking often causes 
them to “ make tracks.” 
A case in point is a deer that 
was trapped as a button buck at 
Letterkenny O r d n a n c e D e p o t , 
Franklin County, January 22, 1956. 
This young deer was ear-tagged 
No. 526 and liberated in the South 
Mountains south of Shippensburg. 
The Pennsylvania GameCommis- 
sion recently received a letter from 
Chester M. Kerns, Chief of Game 
Management for the Game and Inland 
Fish Commission 
of

killed by a sportsman last December 
at a point two miles southeast of 
Emmittsburg, Md. 
The distance 
from the point of release to the place 
where the buck was bagged is over 
20 miles.
